The 
attorney s for

Kurz & Hlrechl and they hav e died 
bonds in the sum of $5,000 for Re­ 
ceiv er Day . 
A t their direction the 
property at the agency here, as well as 
all other agencies, has been taken 
charge of and will be shipped to Oni- 
cago at once. 
The local agency was 
maintained at the store of Haley & 
Drew, and as a consideration they 
receiv ed 
a 
discount 
on 
stamps 
purchased. 
The 
property 
con­ 
sists of glass show case, two china 
cabinets and one writing desk, to­ 
gether with half a dozen premiums. 
Of oourse this prev ents ail further 
redemption of stamps, and there are 
now on file here 9 00 books of stamps, 
each book ranging from 300 to 3.000 
stamps in number. 
Thus there are 
9 00 persons who will lose from fifty 
cents to fiv e dollars in premium v al­ 
ues, unless they arrange to hav e their 
claim filed against the bankrupt con- 
cern.

ami superv ision of dwellings anil cot­ 
tages and the numerous other under­ 
takings assumed or iu contemplation 
b y the municipalities of Great Britain, 
Next to the fear of offering added op­ 
portunity for official plunder this is the 
more quoted argum ent made against 
the system b y those 
who discuss and 
write of it in the United States. 
Such a plea is rarely made in Eng­ 
land and nev er in Scotland ev en b y 
those who hav e most reason to call a 
halt on any extension of the field of 
pub lic ownership. I talked w ith scores 
of b usiness men and large property 
owners, and it is only the simple truth 
to state that without exception these 
men asserted that no such charge was 
ev en entertained b y the responsib le 
element of the community. 
It is difficult for an American to com­ 
prehend the possib ility of a municipal 
legislativ e and executiv e b ody actuated 
solely b y an intelligent desire tQ so 
adm inister affairs as to safeguard and 
promote the common interests of citi- 
eens and taxpayers. 
The British taxpayer selects his al­ 
derm an or councilor with the same 
care and with the same ob ject in v iew 
that actuates him when he has a v ote 
for the choice of directors in a priv ate 
corporation. 
He looks for 
a man who 
possesses Judgment, ab ility and unim­ 
peachab le integrity. 
He does not de­ 
mand a man who necessarily has an 
exact technical mastery of all of the 
details pertaining 
to the undertakings 
he will aid in superv ising. 
Neither 
does he insist that 
the director of a 
railroad in which he is a stockholder 
shall b e ab le to regulate the executiv e 
work of the general 
m anager of the 
system. 
An Englishman seldom seeks higher 
honor than an election as alderman in 
the town or city of ins b irth. As a step­ 
ping stone to this great distinction he 
m ust first serv e as councilor, and one 
m ust stand high Tn a parish b efore he 
may hope to b e chosen councilor. From 
their numb er the councilors elect one- 
third of their memb ers to the exalted 
office of alderman, and if an alderman 
liv es long enough he is certain to b e­ 
come mayor or lord mayor of his town 
or city. 
Not until a man has acquired a com­ 
petence of this world’s goods does he 
aspire to civ ic honors in Great Britain. 
The man w ho a t the age of forty-fiv e 
has won a m odest fortune m ust hold 
himself in readiness to retire at the call 
of his nelgbliors or to surrender a large 
share of his time to the serv ice of his 
community. 
There are scores of offi­ 
cial positions he may b e called on to 
fill, b ut in none of them will he receiv e 
one penny of salary, nor need 
peet any material b enefit or 
prestige from the holding 
office. 
Mayors, aldermen, councilors, trus­ 
tees and other electiv e officials in Great 
Britain serv e ab solutely without pay. 
The majority of these men dev ote a 
large share of their time to the cities 
which hav e thus honored them. They 
enter into this executiv e work w ith as 
much or more enthusiasm as was for­ 
merly displayed in the amassing of pri­ 
v ate fortunes. They take a pride and 
delight in mastering the details per­ 
taining to the committees on which 
they are placed and gradually dev elop 
until they are capab le of taking charge 
of any b ranch of the municipal serv ice. 
I would that ev ery careless American 
citizen could witness a session of the 
city council of Manchester, which Is of 
a type common in Great Britain. The 
memb ers of this distinguished assem­ 
b ly are in fact as well as In name “the 
selectmen” of their city. They are not 
placed in these positions of honor b e­ 
cause of a purchased popularity, with 
groups of partisan ward heelers; they 
do not owe their elections to nomina­ 
tions dictated b y corporations in need 
of their serv ices. 
They are the Repre­ 
sentativ es of their dty. 
When they meet the galleries are not 
filled with a horde of office seekers. No 
lob b y lurks on their flank. The paper» 
which record 
the proceedings do not 
flame with headlines or b ristle with 
editorials denouncing the “latest alder- 
manic steal.” 
There are men in the Manchester city 
council whose b ends are white from 
forty' or more of years spent in unpaid 
and unselfish serv ice to the d ty of their 
b irth or adoption. 
The dean of the 
coundl Is Alderman King, who was 
elected coundlor in 1856 and made al­ 
derman elev en yea« later. 
He has 
serv ed as lord mayor, and in two years 
from now he will celeb rate the comple­ 
tion of a half century of official fife. The 
av erage time serv ed as councilors b y 
the twenty-six men who now are alder­ 
men is elev en yeare. 
In that length 
of time the av erage man of intelligence 
should b ecome well acquainted with 
the duties of his position. 
When an 
alderman resigns or dies a coundlor Is 


he ex 
b usiness 
of such an 


raised to his place and a new one elect­ 
ed. 
There are twenty-six wards, and 
each one has three councilors and an 
alderman, making a legislativ e b ody of 
104 memb ers. 
Elections for councilors 
are held once in three years, b ut it is 
seldom that a man Is opposed who has 
shown himself a capab le representativ e. 
The changes are so slight that the coun­ 
cil is to all intents and purposes a per­ 
manent assemb ly. 
The scope of the work relegated to 
the council is faintly indicated b y the 
titles of the standing committees, which 
are as follows: Art gallery, b aths 
and washhouses, cleansing, electricity, 
finance, gas, improv ements and b uild­ 
ings, markets, parks and cemeteries, 
j pav ing, sewering and highways, pub lic 
free lib rary, riv ers, sanitary, town hall, 
; tramways, 
police 
and 
waterworks. 
I There are also special committees on 
1 technical instruction, aided institutions, 
! allocation of gas profits, collection of 
I rents, electrolytic action upon pii>es and 
mains, Manchester Royal infirmary, 
Manchester ship canal, telephones and 
v entilation of sewers. 
Each of the standing committees has 
from three to twelv e sub committees, ! 
the v ast work of the council b eing thus 
div ided among the 104 memb ers, each 
one b eing held responsib le for the 
faithful performance of one or more , 
specific duties. The plan in Its entirety ' 
is in almost ev ery particular superior j 
to the prev ailing organization of kin­ 
dred b odies in the United States. I do 
not b eliev e that there is an electiv e 
b ody in this country which can com- j 
pare with the city council of Manches­ 
ter In the m atter of organization and 
in executiv e capacity. The plain truth i 
of the mutter is *hnt, compared with j 
Manchester and Glasgow, our Ameri- j 
can cities are the merest nov ices in the 
science and practice of municipal gov - 
ernment. 
I had an interesting talk with our 
American consul in one of the larger 
cities of Great Britain. Our conv ersa­ 
tion was confidential, and his name and 
station are not material. 
“W hat is the secret of the success of 
municipal ownership in this city 
i 
I 
asked. 
“The unimpeachab le honesty and civ - 
ic zeal of the memb ers of the city coun- j 
cil and b ack of them an honest and , 
zea lous b ody*of electors, ” was his un- 
hesitating response. 
“That is all that | 
is secret or mysterious ab out it. 
So 
far as a system of checks or of b ook­ 
keeping is concerned there is nothing 
to prev ent the officials from stealing 
the city b lind. 
Any of the cliques in 
our great cities would loot this town 
and driv e it into b ankruptcy in a year. 
It would b e like handing the keys of a 
safe to a b urglar and promising him 
immunity from arrest. 
But the citi­ 
zens of this place elect men whom It 
is not necessary to watch. 
In half a 
century suspicion has rov er b een di­ 
rected against a memb er of this city 
council. Pub lic ownership is a » access 
here, b ut that does not imply that it 
would b e one in the United States. 
The conditions are entirely different” 
“By which you mean that the stand­ 
ard of morality and of civ ic conscious­ 
ness is higher here than in the United 
States?” I v entured. 
“You may draw your own conclu­ 
sions,” he said. “Most of your readers 
will mot b eliev e your statem ent that 
there is such an Institution as an hon­ 
est and patriotic d ty council, and, nev ­ 
er hav ing seen one, they are not to b e 
b lamed for such unb elief.” 
From tills gentleman and from others 
I learned that with the increase in the 
responsib ilities assumed b y the v ari­ 
ous cities there has occurred a corre­ 
sponding change in the personnel of 
the municipal councils. The acquiring 
of street railways, gas works, electric 
light and power plants and the erec­ 
tion of dwellings for the working 
classes hav e caused the electors to seek 
as councilors men whose life work and 
b usiness interests hav e b een along the 
same lines. 
Vacancies are filled with 
architects, m anufacturers, mechanical 
engineers and others fam iliar with the 
enterprises in which the city has In­ 
v ested millions of pounds. 
The statem ent has repeatedly b een 
made in the United States b y certain 
writers that those who hav e the direct 
management of these municipal enter­ 
prises serv e without pay. 
This is not 
true. The aldermen and councilors aa 
well as the mayor and other officials 
do not receiv e a penny In compensation 
for their serv ices, and their duties de­ 
mand a large share of ^heir time, b ut 
the general m anage« and superintend­ 
ents of tramways, gas plants and other 
undertakings receiv e the same or more 
pay than would b e awarded to them 
were they employed for priv ate rather 
than pub lic corporations. 
The eouncil 
committees select these men, and they 
search the world for the most capab le 
experts and executiv es at the com­ 
mand of salaries. 
Not the slightest 
preference Is giv en to local ab ility. Se­ 
lections are made on the same principle 
which guides a priv ate b oard of direct­ 
ors in search of a manager who la 
capab le of increasing the efficiency of 
a plant and of adding to the rev enues. 
The activ e heads of the great repro­ 
ductiv e 
municipal 
departm ents 
in 
Great Britain receiv e from $5,000 
to 
$15,000 a year. The cities hav e outb id 
the priv ate companies in the quest for 
executiv e and engineering talent

No religio u s sect in the United 
States has had a mo re cu rio u s histo ry

o f Du nkers 
o r Tu nk- 
ers, 
field at 
Flo ra, 
Ind., 
this 
week and next. 
No rthern Illino is is the ho me o f a 
large 
nu mber 
o f 
Du nkards, and 
Stephenso n co u nty regards them as 
so me o f o u r mo st desirable citizens, 
Originating in Germany in 1708 and 
co ming to tbis co u ntry , as a m atter 
o f cho ice, between 1719 and 1729, the 
Du nkards entered largely into the 
pio neer life o f Pennsy lvania, Ohio and 
Indiana, witho u t exercising any great 
influ ence u po n the develo pment o f 
the middle west, say s the Chicago 
Inter-Ocean. 
No m atter what they called them­ 
selves, Baptists, Brethren o r Du nkers, 
they were kno wn to the peo ple o f 
Ohio and Indiana as Du nkards. They 
were pro bably the mo st tenacio u s o f 
ail religio nists in the west as to cu s­ 
to m, dress and the o rdering o f their 
daily lives 
They were as determined 
in their o ppo sitio n to war as the 
Qu akers: as earnest in their o ppo si 
tio n to slavery , and mo re o bstinate in 
their resistance to 
the 
spirit o f 
pio neer life. And y et they wo n the 
respect, and in many eases the s/m 
pathy o f their neighbo rs. 
As early as 1790 the Du nkards di­ 
vided o n 
the qu estio n 
o f eternal 
pu nishment, and o ne factio n acted in 
harmo ny with the Unlversalists, the 
o ther ho .ding that, as the chu rch was 
a creed less o ne, there was no reaso n 
fo r its takiDg po sitio n o n the do ctrine 
o f pu nishment after death. 
Du ring the Civil war many qu es­ 
tio ns came u p to pro mo te differences, 
and eventu ally , in 18 8 2, the Brethren 
o r Du nkard chu rch divided into three 
sectio ns, the Pro gressive, the Co n­ 
servative and the Old Order Breth­ 
ren. The Pro gressive, who favo red 
mo re living in harmo ny with the 
civilizatio n o f the day , at that time 
nu mbered abo u t 8 .000. and lived in 
fifteen states. 
The Co nservatives, who bad depart­ 
ed fro m the o ld idea so far as to esta­ 
blish Su nday scho o ls, High scho o ls 
and co lleges, and to eDgage in mis­ 
sio nary wo rk, claimed a membership 
o f 61,000 in twenty -eight states. 
The Old Order Brethren, who held 
to the o riginal Du nkard po licy , and 
o ppo sed 
Su nday scho o ls and High 
scho o ls and resisted any y ielding to 
wo rldly cu sto ms, mu mbered at that 
time 4,411 ico mmu nlcants in nine­ 
teen states. 
The three branches held to the 
same do ctrines in a general way , al­ 
tho u gh the representative o f the Pro ­ 
gressive branch in the Wo rld’s Parlia­ 
ment o f Religio ns at Chicago in 1893 
declared: “The Brethren chu rch is 
an anti-creed chu rch, 
having 
the 
go spel alo ne as a ru le and gu ide “ 
In edu catio nal matters bo th the 
Pro gressives and Co nservatives pu r­ 
su ed a liberal po licy . 
Bo th went o n 
reco rd in 1896 against the liqu o r traffic 
and the u se o f to bacco . 
The co u ncil o f the Old Order Breth­ 
ren, held the same y ear, decided that 
it was no t advisable fo r members to 
o wn o r u se bicy cles, that it was no t 
right “to have the teeth tilled with 
go ld,” and held to all the o ld u su ages 
o f the chu rch. 
The Du nkards came to America, 
reso lu te in their determinatio n to 
maintain their chu rch as fo u nded in 
Germany 
Had they been persecu ted 
they pro bably wo u ld have held to all 
their ancient cu sto ms and fo rms. 
Left to themselves, the majo rity o f 
them have changed these. 
They have no w several 
co lleges, 
amo ng them the u niversity at Ash­ 
land, Ohio , the co lleges at Hu nting­ 
do n, Pa., Mo u nt Mo rris, 111., Bridge­ 
water, Va.,and McPherso n, Kad ., and 
seem to be taking as mu ch interest in 
edu catio nal matters as members o f 
o ther chu rches.

Mrs. Howe sp ok e of the scientific in­ 
struction laws and e! the education 
tha t has come through the Sunday 
school and the day school. 
Every 
state and territory in the Union has a 
law which p rovides tha t the effects of 
alcohol on the human system shall be 
tau ght in the schools. 
This gives over 
20,000,000 school children this instruc­ 
tion by law. 
Not a law of this k ind 
has been p assed excep t through the 
agitation of the W. C. T. U. 
2. 
Building up p ublic sentiment. 
There has never been as much total 
abstinence and a stronger sentim ent 
in 
tha t 
direction than 
exists 
today 
and 
in 
sup p ort 
of 
this 
¡statem ent Mrs. Howe p ointed out the 
stand 
tak en by the 
railroads and 
other large corp orations, which will 
not give emp loyment to those ad­ 
dicted to the use of liquor. 
Governor 
H and of Indiana has given it out 
flatly tha t he will ap p olDt no one to 
office who is a tip p ler. 
Ten years ago 
it would not have been p ossible to 
elect a governor of tha t k ind. 
Public 
sentim ent is also being felt in the en­ 
forcement of the sp irit as well as the 
letter of the law. 
Governor Folk of 
Missouri is enforcing the laws of the 
state and in St. Louis the saloong are 
forced to comp ly with every p rovision 
of the statutes. 
This is for the very 
good reason tha t Gov. Folk has a good 
sp ine instead of a cotton string back ­ 
bone such as the governor of Illinois, 
who could tak e the same action if he 
wished. 
3. 
Reformation 
Never has there 
been a tim e when we have had as 
many op en doors for the unfortunate 
among men and the 
fallen among 
women. 
Every hand is 
stretched 
forth to help lift them up and this 
disp els tha t 
false 
statem ent tha t 
woman has always been 
woman’s 
worst enemy. 
4. 
Exterm ination by law. 
A great 
many p eop le are re^dy to go with us 
until we come to extermination by 
law, said Mrs. Howe, and then they 
cry: 
You can’t do it tha t way. 
Bu 
we have 
learned tha t tha t which 
the law creates law alone can k ill- 
The licensed saloons is the child of 
the law. 
I t has never been cried into 
existence and it never can be cried 
out of it. 
I t was legislated into life 
and before it dies men m ust rise up 
and legislate it to its death. 
W ithin 
five years iaws have been p assed to 
p rotcet the natives of the islands und 
er United States rule from the sale of 
liquor, the saloons have been exclud­ 
ed from emigrant stations, tbe liquor 
business has been excluded from the 
cap itol building at Washington, the 
anti-canten law has been p assed, the 
Mormon legislation was p assed and a 
statue of Frances Williard was un­ 
veiled in Statuary Hall—all through 
the efforts of the Women’s Christian 
Temp erance Union. 
FRIDAY AFTERNOON’S SESSION. 
Friday afternoon several hours were 
tak en up with the p ersonal testimony 
meeting. This meeting was in charge 
of the p resident, Mrs. M. M. Lewis of 
Amboy.

While they have been caught 
weighing up ward of twenty p ounds, a 
six or ten p ounder la a good size, and 
the average will only run from one to 
two and a half.

Fie does 
not nibble around the hook , but tak es 
the bait at one fair swoop and then 
starts off with It lik e a limited ex­ 
p ress with time to mak e up . He is a 
shy fish, and the man who uses a small 
line, light leaders and shells to his 
hook and k eep s quiet while fishing is 
the one who Is ap t to have the best 
luck .

Washington, Ju ne 10.—An identical 
note, the text of which b y au thority off j 
the president is made pu b lic at the 
W hite Hou se b y Secretary Loeb , has 
b een forwarded to the governments of 
Ru ssia and Japan b y President Roose­ 
velt. The following is the text of the 
dispatch as given ou t. It is dated Ju ne 
8 th: 
Time to Q u it F ighting H*a Como. 
“The president feels that tb e time 
has come when in the interest of all 
mankind he mu st endeavor to see If it 
Is not possib le to b ring to an end the 
terrib le and lamentab le conflict now 
toeing waged.* With b oth Ru ssia and 
Japan the United States hns inher­ 
ited ties of friendship and good will. 
It hopes for the prosperity and welfare 
off each, and it feels that the progress 
of the world is set b ack b y the war 
b etween these two great nations. The 
president accordingly u rges the 
Ru s­ 
sian and Japanese governments, not 
only for their own sakes b u t in the in­ 
terest of tb e whole civilized world, to 
open direct negotiations for peace with 
ODe another.

accepted. Ju st w hat action Morton will

Wilson and 
M cInty re retired with the b elief that
